Last Saturday evening, 38 of us from the Diocese of Rapid City were at the Randwick Racetrack 
in Sydney, Australia, celebrating the World Youth Day Vigil Liturgy with Pope Benedict XVI 
and 350,000 other pilgrims from around the world. During this celebration, Teresa Thompson 
looked over at her husband Phil and asked what he was doing. Phil summed it up well when 
he simply replied, "I am watching the world go by." 

It was incredible to see all the flags waving as pilgrims journeyed through the streets of Sydney, 
singing, dancing and praising Jesus Christ as Lord of all. At least several times a day, as our 
group from the Diocese of Rapid City wove our way through the streets waving our own 
United States and South Dakota flags, we would hear the crowds chant, "USA, USA, USA" and 
we would be filled with pride. 

The theme for WYD2008 was taken from Acts 1:8, "You will receive power when the Holy Spirit 
comes upon you, and you will be my witnesses in Jerusalem, throughout Judea and Samaria, 
and to the ends of the earth." It was interesting when Fr. Brian Christensen, Fr. Tim Hoag and I 
caught a taxi to meet up with Bishop Cupich who was leading one of the many catechetical 
sessions. The cabbie told us he wished the events of WYD would be contained to the Olympic 
Center and not spread all over the streets of Sydney. However, the movements of the Holy 
Spirit cannot be contained no matter how hard anyone tries! After this WYD, I think that for 
months and years ahead the people of Sydney, the Catholic Church in Australia, and all the 
pilgrims who attended will continue to experience the effects of the Holy Spirit in their lives. 

One of the most moving experiences took place as we processed through the streets of Sydney 
and encountered a group from East Timor, which is in Southeast Asia. We joined together with 
these Asian young people, singing and clapping together to the beat of their drums, sharing joy 
in Jesus Christ who brings peace to the world. This was a great moment of solidarity, reminding 
me of the importance of WYD, which brings hope to a world struggling with the great sins of 
war, violence, racism, materialism, and individualism—just to name a few. 

The next World Youth Day will be held during the summer of 2011 in Madrid, Spain. WYD is 
for young adults ages 18-35. If you are interested in taking part in the next WYD, give Teresa 
Thompson or me a call. Our first fundraiser could be the week of the rally waiting tables 
during the pancake breakfast. Bring on Madrid!

What is T*aize f*rayer? 

Taize prayer (pronounced tay-zay) is a 
quiet, gentle way of prayer, in which people 
of many traditions gather as one in the 
presence of Christ, and share simple songs, 
periods of silence, scripture readings, and 
prayers of thanksgiving and intercession. 

This way of prayer emerged from an 
ecumenical community of monks in Taize, 
France. Brother Roger, the founder, arrived 
in the village of Taize in 1940 and took over 
a large farm house he had inherited from 
his Grandmother. In the midst of WWII he 
dreamed of creating a community where 
reconciliation was a daily reality. He began 
by giving shelter to refugees of the war, 
especially Jews, and Taize quickly became a 
place of shelter and shalom. Before long, 
brothers from Protestant and Roman 
Catholic backgrounds began to join him. 

Today, the Taize community is an 
ecumenical place of pilgrimage for 
thousands of young adults from around the 
world each year. They come to experience 
reconciliation with God and one another 
through the simplicity of song, scripture, 
and silence. 

Pope John XXIII described it this way, "Ah, 
Taize, that little springtime!" 

Taize prayer is offered here at OLBH on the 
first Sunday of every month at 7 pm. It is 
such a privilege to have this opportunity 
here at our own church. Please come and 
experience this beautiful way of prayer on 
Sunday, August 3, at 7 pm.

St- John of the (Jross 

Born in Spain in 1542, John learned the importance of self-sacrificing love from his parents. His father 
gave up wealth, status, and comfort when he married a weaver's daughter and was disowned by his 
noble family. After his father died, his mother kept the family together as they wandered homeless in 
search of work. These were the examples of sacrifice that John followed with his own great love—God. 

When the family finally found work, John still went hungry in the middle of the wealthiest city in 
Spain. At fourteen, he took a job caring for hospital patients who suffered from incurable diseases and 
madness. It was out of this poverty and suffering that John learned to search for beauty and happiness 
not in the world, but in God. 

After John joined the Carmelite order. Saint Teresa of Avila asked him to help her reform movement. 
John supported her belief that the order should return to its life of prayer. But many Carmelites felt 
threatened by this reform, and some members of John’s own order kidnapped him, locked him in a cell 
six feet by ten feet and beat him three times a week. There was only one tiny window high up near the 
ceiling. Yet in that unbearable dark, cold, and desolation, his love and faith were like fire and light. He 
had nothing left but God — and God brought John his greatest joys in that tiny cell. 

After nine months, John escaped by unscrewing the lock on his door and creeping past the guard. 
Taking only the mystical poetry he had written in his cell, he climbed out a window using a rope made of 
strips of blankets. With no idea where he was, he followed a dog to civilization. He hid from pursuers in 
a convent infirmary where he read his poetry to the nuns. From then on his life was devoted to sharing 
and explaining his experience of God's love. 

His life of poverty and persecution could have produced a bitter cynic. Instead it gave birth to a 
compassionate mystic, who lived by the beliefs that "Who has ever seen people persuaded to love God by 
harshness?" and "Where there is no love, put love — and you will find love."
